_ lawful occupation 2 To attempt such a policy 


would be to declare war against the aborigines 
of the country, and the result would be far more 
fatal to the whites than to the natives. There 
are a few of the Indiaris who, incited by the treat- 
ment received from Mr. Waddington and his 
men, committed an atrocious murder, for which 
they ought to be punished. In order to secure 
the murderers the Governmgnt has adopted the 
most energetic and thotongh measures, and with 
partial success, at an expense to the Colony of 
probably one hundred thousand dollars! It has 
been avught: not to visit upon the natives indis- 


.  eriminately punishment only due to the few guil- 


ty persons, bat to impress the Indian mind with 
the superiority of British law in this very respect 
that only the gnilfy can be punished. - Nor are 
we without evidence of the salutary influence 
of this policy upon the natives. When the ex. 
pedition first penetrated the Chilacoten country 
this policy was not understood, and whole tribes 
were arrayed in hostile opposition, prepared to 
make common cause with the fugitives. Now, 
however, all this is changed, and the great chiefs 
are firm allies of the Government, and have en- 
gaged to assist in securing those of the murder- 
ers still at large: It is clearly our policy to cal- 
tivate, by every ligitimate means within our pow- 
er, a guod understanding with the natives, teach- 
ing them the practical superiority of British law 
over their (ez talignis, and convincing them that 
the fallest benefits and protection of that law 
will be extended to them equally with the whites, 
go long a8 they do not by their acts render them- 
selves amenable to its pains and penalties. Such 
we believe will substantially. be ‘the policy of 
Governor Seymonr ; nor is he likely to be divert- 


ed therefrom by either Mr. Waddington or his) 


friends, who, were their insane suggestions car- 
ried out, would speedily involve as in a general 
and protracted Indian war.

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MARITIME REGULATIONS. __ 


There is no doubt that, for many/years to come, 
_ the major portion of the revenue of this Colony 
must be raised by means of import duty ; and to 
this mode we see no. valid objection, provided 
the Customs Tariff be carefully) framed with a 
view to'the commercial, manufacturing and : in- 
dustrial interests of the colonists ; and we have 
reason to hope that, doring the approaching 
session of the Legislature, the present anoma- 
lous tariff will he purged of its more glaring ab- 
‘surdities, With a tariff baséd upon sound and 
liberal principles we shall have no cause either 
to fear or covet the free trade system to which 
our ‘neighbors on the western side of the Gulf of 
Georgia cling with such bliad tenacity. There 
will be no difficulty in reconstructing our tariff 
BO as to establish a commercial entrepot as well 
as emporium within gur-own Coleny, without se- 
rionsly lessening the revenue to be derived from 
that suurce, and any such decrement canbe more 
than met by an export tax upon gold, a tax which 
otight to be levied without special reference to 
financial necessity, But there is one sense in 
which we wonld advocate the free-port doctrine. 
Our mpritime.interests are yet jn the bad. With 
the removal.of certain disabilities and obstru 
tions «decided though somewhat gradual increase 
will tuke place in these interests... The attention 
of our legislators ought, the tefore, tu be eurnest- 
ly directed th the work of prom ting the devel- 
opmest of this interest, by rem: wing evely exist- 
ing ubstacle und, in every legitimate way,  fos- 
tering and encouraging shipping. ‘To this end 
we wotld strongly advocate the removal) of all 
harbour dues, and a material reduction of pilotage. 
The smount of revenue at present derived from 
this surce is quite insignificant in iteelf,\and yet 
its renioval .would greatly tend to attract ship- 
ping toodr port. When once we have a\ latge 
: gmount of shipping it will be time enongh to e n- 
sider the propriety of making it a source of reve- 
nue. But now, while struggling for a foot- 
hold, it is most-impolitie to place a tax ; upon 
shipping resorting to our shores'for trade, What 
would be thought of a merchant who, in seeking: 
to establish himself.in business, and while|invit 
ing customers to his store, would impos¢ a poll- 
tax ppon all who entered it for purposes of trade ? 
We look apon the exaction of burbor dues, under 
present circumstances, ag equally impolitic. Let 
all shipping, gréat or small, British or foreign, 
come and go free as the wind. Let this be made 
known abroadrein maritime circles,and the result 
will soon be perceptible. The recent alteyation 
in the Castoms Regulations, by which vessele 
trading to the west coast of this Colony sre com- 
pelied‘to clear at New Westminster, hag driven 
a considerable number of small vessels here, and 
to‘gach a class of shipping these does sre quite a 
consideration, Every effort shonld be made tw 
cultivate the coust trade, and muke it the inter- 
oat as well an the duty of those engaged in it to 
here. _ The Vancouver Cual Company hare 
Ma placed their pretty little steamer upon the 
route between this port and Nansimo. The trade 
between these places is yet in embryo, and. the 
removal of harbor dues would have a tendency 
to perpetuate the arrangement by which) we en- 
joy direct steam communication with the impor- 
tetit and thriving town of Nanaimo. Tt ‘is by 
removing these restrictiuus und taxes,’ which, 
although comparatively trifing in themselves, 
yet exert a decided influence upon commerce, 
that we will most effectually compete with Vic- 
toria and her free port, and build up within our 
own Colony that withoat which British Colambia 
can never hope to be either great or prosperous. 
Let us, then, throw open the portals ofthe Col- 
ony, aud invite the shipping of all nations to en- 
ter free ; let the charge fur. pilotage be merely 
nominal, and Ly this means a fresh impetus wil] 
be given to the development of our immense fur- 
eat wealth, while the 50 per cent. apon oar en- 
tife importa, now paid to Victoria, will Ibs saved 
to thi Colony.
